only of the higheft degrees of tyrannic exertion, but 
alfo of the loweft and vileft ‘peculation. He could 
not, at all events, think that any oppofition could 
be given tothe enquiry. The offender, after fuch 
Parliamemary eenfure, could not efcape without a 
bill of indemnity ; but fuch a bill prefuppofed jufti-' 
fication, and that ju(tification could only be the re- 
fult of enquiry, He had many papers to move for; 
fome of them he did not expect, but of thefe the re- 
fufal would be a'fufficient ground of procedure; he

He felt gratified, he faid, becaufe 
he felt innocent. of thofé charges. “He had, it was. 
true, been Chairman of the Committee which framed 
the.refolution.on which fo much ftrefs had been laid ; 
bat be took no pre-eminence in the bufinefs ; he pre- 
fided by accident, not by choice} and it was, by 
chance alfa he had ever happened to determine. on 
the conduct of Mr: Haltitgs. *'To the Prefidency of 
Rombay, he, with the Committee, had attributed’ 
the. faults that called for their cenfure. The affer- 
tign then: made, that the forces had been improper- 
ly drawn-frons Bombay to affit the Mahratta war, 
had. frit called their’ notice to. the Government of 
Bengal. He had onthe conduct of this war, and, 
from other circumftances which came before them, 
attributed an-higher degree of guilt to the parties 
concerned; but as this gdilt was fo widely parti- 
tioned between the Adminiftaation ip India, the 
Courtof Dire@tors, and the ‘Miniftry at home, , he 
had never once entertained the idea of bringing .the 
bufinefs into a criminal court of judicature. How 
then. could he be accufed of inconliftency, or what 
charge would lie apainft him for not being foremoft 
in the prefent proceeding’? He had certainly then 
entertained, and did (till entertain {trong ideas of: 
the ¢riminality of Mr Haftings, particularly on ac- 
count-of the bréaich of the*treaty of Poorundah, and 
the burthenfome eftablifhments Which he had fo long 
continued to maintain. “Yet even thefe could, in 
his opinion, find fome degree of vindication; the 
Coujt of Direstors had approved of the former, and 
he ig his conduct liad endeavoured to reform, and 
in hiadetters had oft complained of the latter. In 
1783, He had complained td an Adminiftration who 
laid exclafive pretenfions to purity and difinterett- 
ednefs, af the number of writers teizing for patron- 
age, being no lefg than 250, of the be(t faniilies, and 
with the beft .recommendations of Great Britain ; 
yet their purity, far from conttiving medns to dimi- 
nifh the patronage, thought proper to fend out .36 
additional gapers for preferment, and additional bur- 
thens on the exhaufted finances of India. He had, 
he conieffed, on thefe accounts,’ and from the latter 

conduct of Mr Haftings, coincided in the vote of 
thanks which the Court of Directors had tranfmit- 
ted to him previous to. his return to London. 

_ Mr Fox vindicated himfelf from the charge of ha- 
wing, in the adminiftration in which he was con- 
cerned, fent. out too many writers to India, as he 
had never, he declared, fent out or recommended 
but one, and that perfon in the adminiftration of 
Lord Shelburne... He then proceeded to arraign 
the lat fpeaker of the ftrongeft inconfiftency. He 
read feveral extraéts from the refolutions of the Se- 
cret Committee, where that Hon: Gentleman had 
prefided, containing the fevereft condemnations of 
the conduét of Mr Haftings. To condemn then at 
one time, and to thank at another, was an inconfif-

tency referved for the laft {fpeaker ; and yet not all. 


the abfurdity appeared in the manner in which it 
had been ftated. To confign a perfon at one time 


to parligmentary cenfurey. was’ expreffed inthe refo- 


lutions of a tmémber of that Parliament ; and the 
?érmer of thefe refolutions, to return him thanks for 
his conduct, was a circumftance that even left incon- 
fiftency behind. He, who had pledged himfelf on 
a former occafion, that the confidence of the nations 
of India fhoiild not be betrayed, but that their moft 
vindictive fentences fhould fall on theit enemy, now 
dared to avow, that the conduct of their enemy de- 
ferved his be(t approbation. But did that. Hon. 
Gertleman, ‘when he mentioned twd folitary objec- 
tions to the conduct of Mr Haftings —the breach of 
the treaty of Poolbundah, and the excefs of the Cal- 
cutta eltablifhment, forget how many more he ftood 
pledged tw condemn by his own refolutions ? Did 
he overlook the Rohilla war, and its direful end ? 
Did the impoliti¢ ceflion of the provinces of Koran 
. aod Illyabad appear now of no fignification ? Or did 
the expedition of. Mr Haftings to. Benares, ‘and his 
unjuftifiable treatment. of Chitfing, now meet his 
plaudit, which formerly met his reprobation? Did 
he appeal to the omiflion of thefe as a proof of his 
cbabthendy ? Or did he look on the prefent {tate of 
the treafury of Bengal as a proof.of the merit of Mr 
Haltings, where the Cempany’s bonds are now at’ 
30 per cent. difcount, andthe Treafury orders, 
which fhould pafs as cafh, are received only at a; 
difcount of 10 or 11 per cent. y 
Without adverting more to. the inconfiftency of 
the Hon, Gentleman, he would only obferve, that 
the fame and honour of the Britifh nation were in- 
cluded in their zealous profécution of the prefent | 
/bufinefs, and our credit with the nations of Europe, 
and the confidence of” the natives of India, were e- 
qually hazarded on the event.— He therefore thought 
the beft thanks of the Houfe were due to the Right 
Hon. Gentleman, who had brought it forward in a 
fhape fo unqueftionable—without' forming a new 
court of judicature, without trying novel modes of 
obtaining evidence, or aiming at difcoveries by ways 
hitherto unknown to the conftitution. | 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer expreffed the 
reate(t furprife and indignation on account of the 
imputations which had been made to his honourable 
friend. The perfon only, he faid, could have im- 


vidual. [The Houfe, cach fide interpreting this fen- 
tence according to their different feelings, butft into 
a loud cry of Hear! Hear!] It was not, he faid, 
an inconfiftency to judge of the fame perfon differ- 
ently at different periods, if his conduct had been 
different, and he had been at- all times judged’ on 
the fame principles. _ If to condemn or approve in- 
variably the fame perfons was that Right Hoa.
